Body Was Placed In the Crypt in Wade 
Memorial Chapel to Await tha 
I Final DIapoaltlon By th« 
; , Will of tha Family., 

Cleveland, O., Feb. 20 — The nation, 
etate and home city of Senator Marcus 
A. Hanna bosto^ed upon him Friday 
afteraooh tbeir last honora. Funeral 
B«nrteii over tta« romaliM of $Sm dead 
ptatcsman were held In St. Paul's Epis- 
copal clniroh, oommencing at 1 o'clock. 
Shortly after the noon hour the casket 
yrm takon from tbo cbamber of com- 
nMlce aadltorlnm and the funeral pro- 
cOMion took up Ita slow ■Mrck t^ tke 
rUtth-ch, two AtTei away. At ftt IMd 
' of tho column rodo a platoon of 12 
monnted police, followe<l by three pla- 
tOOAa of Troop A, all mounted on black 
lionea and with aworda at carry. The 
Hftlne came next and waa followed by 
im carriages carrying the pallbei^tra 
aad official guests, which fncTnd'Ad 
nrtirtibers of President Roosevelt's cab- 
IMt. Gov. Herrlek's staff, the delega- 
thnil from the senate and houee of 
riM^eMtttatives, members of the Ohio 
ieiflMt«r». MhsliaM aikd deTeta- 
tioBs from soreral civic nr^anizations. 
Immense throngs of penpio lined both 
Kides of Euclid avenue from the down- 
town section to the church entrance. 
Policemen were on duty all aloag the 
tborontbfkre and vehicle* of every de- 
scription wore kOpt of tSie str«ei dur- 
ing the progress of tho funeral pro- 
ceealon. 

The Paflbearers. 

When the body and Its escort reach- 
ed the church the edifice was closed 
to all but those who Wtfo admitted by 
< ard and members of th* funei'al par- 
ty. The eight palllx ar< is, r.ov Myron 
T. HerrU k, Samuel Mather. .1. B. Zerbe. 
W. J. McKinnle, A. B. HouRh, Andrew 
Saulre, Judge W. B. Sanders and C. A. 
iOhHaeilll, all personal friends of the 
dead s^ator in his home city, remov- 
ed the flower covered casket from the 
hoarse and with baied lieads bore It 
.Into the church and placed it upon the 
oilttfUque in front of the altar. The 
cMlMC tnm ekMMly foiunred by mem- 
bers of the Hanna family. Mrs. Hapna 
was supported by her son, Daniel. 

J. Pierpont Morgan, the New York 
financier, was of the family party, and 
escorted Miss Phelps, a member of the 
Hanna household. The body was met 
at the church door by the oflldating 
clergymen. Rt Rev. W. A. liednara. 
bishop of Ohio; Dr. O. H. McGrew, 
rector of St. Paul's church; President 
W. F. Pierce, of Ganibier, 0.( college, 
and Rev. W. H. Jones, rector of St. 
Vohn's Bplaoopal church, of which the 
dead man waa- a member, who spoke 
' the usual sentences as the body was 
borne down the al.slo. The niemhers 
of the family took .seats near the cas- 
ket and otlier friends who had accom 
panied the remains from Washington 
were among the mourners.

Long before the church was emp- 
tied the body of Senator Hanna, ac- 
cvmpaAied Ottly 1^ membera o( tho 
family and Bishop Leonard, was on Its 
way to f^ketie# eedlCtery, where a 
tender farewell waS taken In AVade 
Memorial chapel. Tko only service

The body was deposited in a crypt 
In the chapel to await final dispoflttQn 
at the will of the family. 

As a mirk of r««ipoct fOr the dead, 
business was abdndo^ied from 12 to 2 
o'clock throughout tho city. For five 
minutes frmn 1 o'clock to 1:06 o'clock, 
traffic on all tko ttedm and electric 
roads was suspended. During a por- 
tion of that time people stood with 
bi^ed heads. During the funeral cere- 
mony there waa ao street car service 
past St Paul's ektf^h. 

LAID IN STATE. 



Twsnty-Five Thousand People Viewed 
Remains in Chamber of Commerce. 

The body of Senator Hanna lay In 
state in the chamber of commerce 
bttUdtng from 6 o'clock until a few 
AifeirtM paat 11 o'dloek l^day morn- 
ing as ft did the precodfng daV and 
during that time It was viewed by 25,- 
fMiO people. S(>veral thousand atiU 
stood in line when the city council vis- 
ited the hall In bodies and viewed the 
remalna. One of the last peraons to 
eatOr tke ehaml^ wMl* tk* body lay 
in state waa Mayor Tom L. Johnson. 
During the interim when the public 
was excluded until the time for remov 
Ing the body to the church several ofll- 
clals and personal friends took a last 
look at the features of the dead sena- 
tor. First of these was Secretary Do- 
ver. The falfhf\il secretary was visi- 
bly affected as ho looked upon the 
face of the man he had served for so 
many years. Others who were admit- 
ted were former Gov. Nash, Secretary 
of State Laj^Un and ,Qen. J. Warren 
Ktefer. Secretaries Wilson and Oor- 
felyou came in just after the coffin tM 
been closed, but did not as\\ to have it 
reoi)ene(l. 

On the way from the church to the 
cemetery there were marked demon- 
stratlona of respect all along the route. 

At Adelbert college the factaty and 

Ptudents lined up In front of Hatch 
chapel and stood with uncovered heads 
as the cortege passed. At the Eticlid 
avenue car barns there was a similar 
delisOn^ratfoil .

At Least Twenty-Four Persons Wer* 
Killed and ai Many Mure iu-

Five Locomotives Were Reduced to 
Scrap Iron and a Big Steam Shovel 
Completely D«itroye«l — Soma 
at tho injured Will Die. 

Salt I>ake City, Feb. 20 - A special 
from Ogden says: Two cars of dyna- 
mite attached to a work train on the 
Ogden 1^919 CttV^ of the Southern 
Pictfe railroad eiMMed wftk ierride 
force late Friday afternoon at Jackson 
Sstation. 88 miles west of Ogden, kill- 
ing at least 24 persons, injuring as 
many more and destroying a large 
amount oi prOporty. 

The list of dead and Injured had no^ 
been received up to mtdnftht. but It 
is thought a large proportion of the 
victims were Greek laborers. Among 
the known dead are Conductor George 
Dermody, of Ogden, and his train crew. 
It Is also reported a fireman named 
Burt, with his wife and three children, 
were killed. The explosion wreckOd 
everything wltUs s HMti «f lUlf a 
mile. f 

Jackson Station was used principally 
as a telegraph station, but a number 
of outat ears were sidetracked at the 

place Cor the accommodation of the 
workmen and their families. Some of 
the.^e cars, it is stated, \v<ti' cIoso to 
where the ( xplosiou (leeurrod. The oc- 
cupants, it is lu'lieved, were blown to 
pieces. The telegraph operator's house 
was badly damaged and Operator Tay- 
lor and his wife were injured. The 
neaiest tcleRraph office from which 
niessa^^e.'j can be flleil is at Lusin, 15 
miles from the scene of the exploshm. 

The accident was caused by a water 
train running into the two cars loaded 
with powder. Five locomotlvea were 
reduced to scrap Iron and the big steam 
8hc^■el at Jackson Station waa com- 
pletely demolished. As soon as news 
of thA explosion reached Ogden a spe- 
cial with physicians nursea and 
stretchers waa hurried to the scene. 

Late Friday night a train arrived 
from Jackson brln^;in!; 12 of fhf> in- 
jured. Some of them are apparently 
lifeless.

The trail Is a treach- 
erous short cut to Gold Reef and is 
dangerous even in summer, wlndhig 
along the edge of a ravine nearly 8,000 
feet deep.

Hurriedly, Many Fleeing Into a 
Waiting lllinoia Central Train 
pnill It ieeama Paekad. 

St. Louis, Feb. 20.— 'In an effort to 
close up a pool room that has for a 
lo^ tfibe opOtrstOd In the ontaktrta of 

Madison, III., acrois the river from St. 
I.«uls, three constables, augmented by 
a posse of citizens and bearing war- 
rants for the arrest of six men con- 
nected with the pool room, precipi- 
tated a riot lata Frldi^y which raaiiltod 
in ihe shooting of afx men. One m«y 
die.

charging him with conducting the pool 
room and being custcHlian of the funds. 
achiUer was arrested Thursday ami 
gave bond of $500 pending a hearing 
The additional warrants were .sworu 
out Friday and the three constables 
appearotf at tM pool room' to adrve> 
them. Two policemen were within and 
declared they had arrested the opera- 
tors i>f 'he ppol room and were Kuard- 
Ing ihi'm. Betting was going on as 
usual at the time. Tlie cnnstabten were 
ordered to leave the premiac;s. which 
thej^ rfM after argument Proceeding 
through the neighborhood for the next 
half heur the constables organized a 
posse of armed cttlsona Attmbering 

about .'>0 persons. 

The constables and posse then re- 
turned to the pool room and entered. 
They were at once ordered out and the 

doors were ordered locked. The posse 
demurred, and words followed. One 
[losse nirm. it is si:iti'i|, peinii d a shot 
gun at I'oliceman .ViiCambridge. who 
fired a revolver pointed at the ceiling. 
Firing then became general. The 
( rowd In th* pool room scattered hur- 
riedly, many fleeing into a waltini; llli 
nois ('ii)lral train uiifi! it b.'.am'' 
paclx('d.
